Andalusia — The Alabama 
and Covington Electric Coop- 
eratives, which have j oin t 
headquarters at Andalusia, 
have recently made record pro. 
perty tax payments for 1981 in 
10 South Alabama Counties, 
and one county in Northwest 
Florida, totaling $49,318.59. 

Property tax paid in Coffee 
county for 1961 was in the a- 
mount of $6,289.15. 

The 1961 property tax pay- 
ments exceeded 1960 payments 
by $1,882.48. Officials announ- 
ced that the total 1961 direct 
tax bill of the two Andalusia 
electric cooperatives will a- 
mount to over $135,000. 

Electric cooperatives in Ala- 
bama pay all taxes paid by 
commercial utilities, with the 
Single exception of income tax. 
Electric co-ops are non-profit 
utilities, providing service at 
cost. 

Since beginning operations in 
1944, the two electric coopera- 
tives which have headquarters 
at Andalusia have paid well oy- 
er $1,000,000 in direct taxes. 
Alabama Electric Cooperative, 
a generation and transmission 
electric co-op, supplies clectric 
power at wholesale to the cities 
of Andalusia, Opp, Troy, Brun- 


didge, Li.verne and Elba: to 
the Opp and Micolas Cotton 


Mills at Opp, and to the follow. 
ing REA electric distribution 
cooperatives: 

Covington Flectric, Andalus- 
ia; Wiregrass Electric, Hart- 
ford; South Alabama Electric, 
Troy; Pea River Electric, of 
Ozark; Southern Pine Electric, 
Brewton, and Choctawhatchee 
Electric, DeFuniak Springs, Fla. 

Covington Electric Coopera- 
tive provides electric service 
directly at retail to some 9,800 
consumers, most of whom are 
rural, in Covington, Coffee, 
Crenshaw and Geneva counties.

Kirk Phone Sale 
Approved As Elba 
Joins Big System 


General Telephone and Blec- 
tronics Corporation acquired 
the Kirk Telephone Sysiesa 
which includes telephone pru- 
perties serving portions of Aia- 
bama and Georgia, including 
Elba, it was announced in New 
York by Donald C, Power, GT 
&E Chairman and Chief Exe- 
cutive Officer. 

Mr. Power said that the 
transaction has been approved 
by state and federal regulatory 
authorities and formal closing 
activities took place Dec. 19 in 
Atlanta. Though his acquisition 
about 43,200 telephones in the 
37 Alabama exchange areas are 
added to the General System, 
which constitutes the nation’s 
largest independent telephone 
system. An additional 25,600

“Alabama next year will ad- 
minister some $104 million dol- 
lars, reportedly, for welfare 
payments, while spending a- 
bout $92 million for the educa- 
tion of public secondary and e-- 
lementary children. If it be ar— 
gued that the welfare payments 
are obtained on a matching ba- 
sis from the Federal govern- 
ment, let it be remembered 
that these Federal dollars come: 
from Alabama in the first 
place. How can a state justifia- 
bly spend more for relief tram 
for education of its children?”
